when Governor Odell so orders. The 
streets are thronged

men. 
womea and children. As long 


as the traction copipany does not at- 
tempt to move cars or bring in non- 
union men. the crovrds on the street 
remain good-natured except for taunt- 
ing the soldiers and police, but the 
instant an attempt is made to work 
on the Hues or bring nonunion men in. 
the 
crowd becomes frenzied 
and 


bloodshed .results. 


Citizens 
sabre-slashed, 
nonunion 


men with broken limbs and bloody 
faces, women and children trampled 
under foot, soldiers maimed with (ly- 
ing missiles and loaders in the crowd 
beaten with muskets, were some of 
the results of the day. Anticipating 
an effort to move the cars in Troy, 
Major Rohe has ordered several regi- 
ments to hold themselves in readiness 
to move. 


Mob and militia closed in combat 


Wednesday night, but by the accident 
of fortune there were no serious cas- 
ualties. 
It was the introduction of 


more nonunion men to take the places 
of the striking traction employes that 
produced the violence. Seventy-five 
nonunion men reached the Union de- 
pot, and their delivery at Quail street 
barn, a mile and a half away, was 
made wito a dash under cavalry es- 
cort, with mob resistance in almost 
every block. Frenzied men swarmed 
through 
the 
police lines; surged 


around the fast-moving cavalrymen 
and fought to get at the cowed non- 
union men inside the circle of gallop- 
ing horses. Several of the mob were 
knocked down by cornered cavalry- 
men. In the passage through the 
streets few of the nonunionists es- 
caped the flyfng bricks and stones 
that were hurled at them, but less 
than a dozen were badly hurt. The 
courage of nearly a dozen of the non- 
union men failed them in the opening 
spurt through the crowds, and they 
sprang from the tvasrons that carried 
them to mingle with, and be lost in 
the crowd.

rabbits that there Is a species of gray 
wolf In Alaska whose fur Is exceed- 
ingly valuable. This wolf seems to 
be In process of extinction, but it was 
recently discovered that the meat of 
rabbits agreed with them, and It Is for 
the purpose of saving the wolves that 
tbe company referred to intends per- 
petuating tbe rabbits.

Until Thursday morning. Slay 9,1001, 


the Black Friday of 32 years ago was 
recalled to express the notion of all the 
evil that could ever befall Wall street, 
says the New York Sun. In speaking 
of the happenings of that day aud their 
consequences an old trader said: 


"On the great Black Friday there 


were failures in plenty, and the ques- 
tion in everybody's tnoutb was, '\Vlio 
will be the next?' Blue Thursday, May 
9, 1001, has not seen a single impor- 
tant failure. That which -hakes Blue 
Thursday disastrous is that so many 
small fortunes hare been iriped out 
and so many persons of small incomes 
have been ruined. This fact will make 
the day felt by the butchers and bak- 
ers all over town. After the experience 
of Thursday it will be many a moon be- 
fore the general public will venture 
agaiu into speculation as it has been 
venturing the past two months. 


"The wonderful trading down here is 


10 be accounted for not by the enor- 
mous transactions of the big fellows, 
but by the operations of thousands of 
men- and women who were led to be- 
lieve that it was easy to make quick 
fortunes in stock gambling. They had 
heard of the luck of their friends; they 
had read in the newspapers of the luck 
of persons they had never beard of, and 
they concluded to take a flier iu the 
street. Many of them got out by the 
middle or end of last week, and they 
are richer by thousands, many of them. 
Than they were before they speculated. 
Many more staid in too lone:, ami now 
they are many dollars worse off than 
nothing. 


"A week ago the town was tnlkiujr 


about the fortunes that had been made 
iu Wall street, especially by the Chi- 
cago crowd. The fact is, that many of 
the fortunes were paper fortunes. The 
fortunate ones were still in the mar- 
ket, not having been content to close 
out and mnke their profits. The ma- 
jority, of these were small traders who 
couldn't stand a squeeze, and now 
they are "broke."

than 40 (Jays like the Black Friday." 


At the Produce Exchange Just after 


11 o'clock on Thursday niorain? a cab 
drove up, and a colored tuuns.u'vant 
helped an elderly womaii to the street 
She might have been CO years old and 
was dressed iu black, although not iu 
mourning. She hurried into the Prod- 
uce Exchange building and went up 
in the elevator to the Stock Exchange 
lloor. 
Calling a messenger boy, she 


told him to call out a certain broker. 
In a few moments the boy came back 
with the statement that the broker 
was not then on the lioor.

Steel preferred?" asked the woman oC 
the messenger. The boy told her that 
tlw last quotation was ST. The woman 
seemed about to collapse, and her 
servant stepped forward to support 
her.

The colored man kept suggesting that 
it would be better to go home, and 
dually the woman consented.

The secretary to the president of one 


of the largest banks in town left the 
bank shortly after 3 Thursday after- 
noon to catch a train for his home iu 
the suburbs. A friend met him,as he 
was leaving the bank and noticed that 
he seemed to be all broken up about 
something. 
Asking if anything was 


the matter, the bank president's sec- 
retary all but broke down and said: 


"Billy, this 
market has done me 


up., 1 went in with every cent 1 had 
saved, and every dollar has been wiped 
out. I'm going home now to make a 
clean breast of it to my wife, and we'll 
try to start all over again.
